Unfortunately, photographers often disregard the use 
of filters to improve their photographs and to produce 
more creative results, 26i 

To wnderstand how filtere affect light we first must 
understand a few basics of light theory. White light 
is a total of all the colors in the Spectrum, Colors 
exist because materials have qualities of absorbing 
(subtraeting) some colors while reflecting (transmit- 
ting) others, We say an object is red because that is 
the color it reflects or transmits, We could also e= 
qually call it white minus blue and green, | 
. À good basic filter set to start with fa black and 
white photography has ‘yellow, red and green filters, 

A yellow filter can be used to cut haze and give -the 
sky a more natural rendition. A red filter darkens the 
Sky because it absorbs more blue light, and can also be 
used to give your photos a night effect in the daytime, 
A green filter captures details of flowers, grass and 
trees in scenic photography. | 

Each filter absorbs some light which must be compen- 
sated for in exposure, The filter factor is a number 
assigned to a particular filter, telling how many times 
the amount of light is cut down (absorbed). For exam- 
ple: a filter with a factor of two means you must open 
your lens aperture one stop. 
we know that this increases the amount of exposure by 
two times, thus correcting for our filter, Single Lens 
Reflex (SLR) cameras with through-the-lens metering au- 
tomatically compensate for exposure when using filters, 

Try using filters to render more detail in the sky, 
put details in green objects, dr to make "night" photos 
in the daytime. Later you may want to get an orange or 
blue filter, and filters to balance daylight color film 
for indoor use or to use "indoor" film for outside pho- 


tography. |

To mderstand how filtere affect light we first must 
understand a few basics of light theory, White light 
is a total of all the colors in the spectrum, Colors 
exist because. materials have qualities of absorbing 
(subtraeting) some colors while reflecting (transmit- 
ting) others, We say an object. is red because that is 
the color it reflects or transmits, We could also e- 
qually call it white minus blue and green, 

; A good basic filter set to start with fa^ black and 
white photography has yellow, red and green filters, 

A yellow filter can be used.to cut haze and give the 
Sky a more natural rendition. A red filter darkens, the 
Sky because it absorbs more blue light, and can also be 
used to give your photos a night effect in the daytime, 
A green. filter ‘captures details of ’ flowers; grass and 
trees in scenic photography. | 

Each filter absorbs some light which must be compen- 
sated for in exposure, The filter factor is a number 
assigned to a particular filter, telling how many times 
the. amount of light is cut down (absorbed), For exam 
ple: a filter with a factor. of two means you must open 
_ your lens aperture. one stop., From-an earlier atticle 
we know that this increases the amount of exposure by 
two times, thus correcting for our filter, Single Lens 
Reflex (SLR) cameras ‘with through-the-lens metering au~- 
tomatically compensate for exposure when using filters, 

Try using filters to render more detail in the sky, 
put details in green objects, or to mke "night" photos 
in the daytime. Later you may want to get an orange or 
blue filter, and filters to balance daylight color film 
for indoor use or to use "indoor" film for Subeide pho- 
tography:
